The convention, with Mr. Hallas a delegate, 
sat four days, and on the 19th, adjourned. : At 
noon on that day Mr. Hall resumed his work as 
usual. On quitting his duty in the evening he 
received a note from Mr. Cosby stating that 
his services were no longer required, and, it is 
said, assigning as the cause of his discharge 
that he had been absent from his business 
without leave. The local Grievance Commit- 
tee of the Knights at once considered 
the matter. His reinstatement was 
demanded, and either refused or 
neglected. A strike was then ordered 
by this local committee, and upon the failure 
of the men to obey the order, a meeting of the 
Executive Board of the Knights was called. 
The Executive Board ratified the action of the 
local committee and issued a general order, 
upon which the men quit work at Fort Worth, 
Marshali and Dallas. 

This action of the Executive Board was not 
so much in the interest of the one man Hall 
asa strikefor the principle involved. One 
year ago there was an agree- 
ment made between the Knights 
and the road that no man 
should be discharged without due notice and 
investigation. This contract they claim has 
been violated in this instance of Hali’s dis- 
charge. The Texas Pacific Railway is one of 
five roads in the States of Missouri, 
Kansas, Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana which 
comprise what is called the Southwestern ' 
Gould system. The Knights of Labor em- 
ployed on these five roads, 9,000 
in number, are under the im- 
mediate direction of District Assembly 
101. When the local strikein Texas failed of 
the desired result, the Executive Board of the 
Knights of this Southwestern system, in session 
at Marshall, and in communication with 


Pacific Railroad since March 1, when the first 
lot of men walked out, asked an adjust- 
ment of the trouble by the rein- 
statement of Hall and some others 
who were subsequently discharged.

THE MALLORY BOYCOTT.

GALVESTON, TEX., March 6.—The Knights of 
Labor at the Gulf, Colorado & Santa 
Fe railroad freight depot, refused to 
handle Mallory freight, and were 
displaced to-day by colored laborers. 
At the Missouri Pacific Yard very few Knights 
observed the boycott and none were dis- 
charged.

AKRON’S BIG FIRE. 


A Million Dollars in Ashes—Elevators and 
Stores Burned. 
CLEVELAND, O., March 6.—At3 o’clock this 
morning fire broke out in the extensive oat- 
meal mills of Ferd. Schumaker at Akron, O. 
These mills are the largest in the country and 
consist of several immense buildings. The 
fire was discovered in a seven-story wooden 
structure. The flames spread with alarming 
rapidity and was soon beyond control. The 
building first attacked soon was entirely en- 
veloped in flames. The fire next com- 
municated to the dry house Which 
was also destroyed. A 20,000 bushel 
elevator was next taken up and at last reports 
another immense mill was threatened with 
destruction. The Universalist Church across 
the street and the freight house of the OCleve- 
land, Akron & Columbus Railroad were on 
fire. The Windsor Hotel, also owned by Mr. 
Schumaker, valued at $70,000, was also threat- 
ened. The loss will reach $300,000, but itis 
impossibie at this hour to give the loss and in- 
surance in detail. 
A MILLION {N ASHES. 

A special from Akron, O., says: The great 
fire in the immense mills of Ferdinand Schu- 
macker in this city is practically subdued. 
The fire started at 2:10 O' lock 
in the dry-house, a new five-story 
brick building on South Broadway. The dry- 


house was filled with the best of wneat, and 
there are numerous dust shafts leading from 
this structure to the Germanie mill, an 
immense seven-story brick structure in the 
rear of the dry-house, and fronting on Mill 
street. Before the Fire Department had 
responded to the alarm the flames swept 
through the flues, and soon the fire was issu- 
ing fromthe handsome structare. The fire 


was discovered by Mr. Cooper, a clerk in the 
Windsor Hotel, which is just opposite the 
mills. He telephoned an alarm to one 
of the engine houses and the three engines 
and truck, constituting the Fire Department, 
soon responded. The water-works were in 
good condition, but in spite of this the firemen 
were unable to cope with the flames. The 
— increased in flerceness an 

efore an hour had assed the 
entire square seemed to e doomed. 
The fine brown stone oflice of Mr. Schumacher 
was entirely destroyed. About 4o’clock calls 
were sent to Clevelana, Canton and Kent for 
assistance. Canton sent an engine under 
command of Chief Piero, as i Kent 
Engine No. 9. Chief Rebbeck of Cleveland 
did not arrive until 7 o’clock. By sharp and 
active work the old mill in the southwest cor- 
ner ofthe square and one small frame dwell - 
ing were saved. A large eleva- 
tor containing 150,000 bushels of wheat 
was destroyed. The fire spread 
from this structure to the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and ‘Ohio Depot, and entirely destroyed 
it, together with most of the contents. Al- 
though nothing definite can be learned 
at this time the loss is estimated 
at $1,000,000. Mr. Schumacher carried 
insurance of $150,000. Fortunately, no one 
was injured Py the falling walls, but the house 
owned by Ed Russell, of No. 207 8. Broadway 
was crushed like a tinder-box by a huge wall 
falling on it.

Chamber grandly asserted its own self-

This was done under the lead 
of Premier Dg FREYCINET, who reminded 
the Chamber that every change of 
reign in France had been prepared 
by princes in exile. Having over- 
thrown the feudal system, deposed suc- 
cessively the Bourbon, Orleanist and 
Napoleonic dynasties, re-established the 
Republic forthe third time, and main- 
tained it for fifteen years without expell- 
ing the princes, why should the French 
people now fear these caged whelps of the 
lion they have slain? The expulsion prop- 
osition was an anti-Republican project 
to magnify unduly the influence and im- 
portance of the princes and to divide the 
Republican party, and the overwhelming 
vote against it is a gratifying proof of the 
serene self-conscious strength of the Re- 
public and of the French people.

Itis becoming painfully apparent that the 
Southern and Western Democrats are by no 
means in complete sympathy with the Admin- 
istration.

Scott of Pennsylvania is the only Democrat 
who has risen in his place in the House during 
the present session to defend the Administra- 
tion. On the other hand, such undoubted 
Democrats as Coke, Mills, Reagan, Bland, 
Beck, and many others have sharply criticised 
the Administration.

Unemployed laborers 
could fetch and carry materials and make up 
work, while every penny thus spent in 
would go in the ordinary way of trade to help 
the small tradesmen and their dependents to 
tide over the bad times—all labor of course 
to be paid for at market value, not at starva.- 
tion rates.

ular government. The streets are dull,black, 
fog-incumbered and melancholy—yet by no 
means lifeless, for they are filled, not indeed 
with the usual smast loungers or hurried bust- 
ness men, but with an entirely different class 
of persons, downcast, shamefaced broad- 
shouldered, fustian-clad, thick-booted creat- 
ures slouching along the pavements in a help- 
less, hopeless listlessness—for whom one Can- 
not but feel pitiful. * * London is alto- 
gether a horrible spectacle just now. 


‘*THERE is a tide in the affairs of men which, 
taken at the flood, leads on to fortune. There 
is another side, which when once a man is 
caughtin its overwhelming torrent, carries 
him irresistable onward to ruin. The latter 
remark applies to Sir Charles Dilke. He is 
ruined irretrievably politically, socially and 
morally. Why? It is not easy to say. His sin 
is common enough among men who are 
high in popular favor to-day and will die in 
the odor of sanctity. But Sir Charlies, like 
Col. Baker of an older decade, has happened 
to getathwart thetide of popular opinion, a 
sin which the English never forgive. In the 
time of his disgrace the English 
nation was itching for a scape- 
goat. It found one in Sir Charles. Doubt- 
less two-thirds of the men who condemn 
him are as guilty as he, but although they may 
have broken every law of God and man, they 
have observed one which hag saved them, 
Thou shalt not be found out. Not readily 
or easily will Sir Charles recover his position. 
Col. Baker left his country and his home and 
carved a new name for himself under a foreign 
flag and in a remote land. Sir Charles Dilke 
will not do this, indeed he cannot. He is an 
English politician or nothing. His road in 
that direction has been crossed with the bar 
sinister, and no matter how great may be his 
struggies, and those of his friends, he will 
never again retrieve his position. 


Says Truth: ‘‘I see it stated that the ‘throne’ 

(i. e., the Duchy of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha) of 
the Duke of Edinburg’s son is secure. This is 
looking far ahead, indeed. It is long odds 
that before the child comes to his ‘throne’ the 
Duchy and the German Empire will both have 
been swept away by a revolutionary torrent.

The 
German Chancellor is now, in Prussia, what 
Louis XV. was in France and George IV. in 
England. 
TALKING of Bismarck, Germany gets the serv- 
ices of her Iron Chancellor remarkably cheap. 
The estimates just sanctioned by the Reichstag 
show that Prince Bismarck receives, besides 
his official residence, a salary of 54,000 marks, 
together with 18,000 marks to meet the ex- 
penses of official receptions and similar con- 
tingencies. Together the two allowances make 
about $18,000. Considering that the German 
Chancellor unites in his office the work of half 
a dozen ordinary ministers, besides monopo- 
lizing the duties of King, Cabinet and Council, 
it must be owned that the tax-payers of the 
Fatherland are to be envied.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Hearing of the Piddell Divorce Case—De- 
cisions To-Day—New Suits. 

Judge Lubke heard to-day and disposed of 
the Piddell divorce case. The suit was filed 
by John against Mary Piddell.

When the case was called this morning, Mrs. 
Piddle did not appear andthe husband’s case 
went on. After hearing corroborative teati- 
mony, the court granted the decree to Mr. 
Piddell. 


Crushed by the Car. 

The trialof the damage suit of Ann Leahey 
against the Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds 
Railroad Company is progressing before a 
jury in Judge Lubke’s Court to-day. Mrs. 


Leahey seeks to recover $5,000 from the rail- 
road company for the loss of her son, James 
O'Neill, a boy of Il years, who was run over 
and killed by one of the company’s street 
cars on Cass avenue near Twenty-fourth street 
on the 27th of last October. Itis claimed by 
the deceased lad’s relatives that he was a pas- 
senger of the carin question and that he was 
pushed off. In consequence he fell under the 
wheels and the life was crushed out of him. For 
the railroad company it is contended that the 
lad was nota passenger, but that he jumped 
uponthe front step, outside the driver's gate, 
and that he jumped off again of his own ac- 
cord, and in so doing fell under the wheels. 


Lindell Estate Litigation. 

A suit was filed this morning in the Circuit 
Court by Clara Bell Chew and husband, Lucy 
K. Smithand husband and Leven H. Baker 
against Solomon Boehm. The plaintiffs are 


heirs of Leven H. Baker, who died 
in 1833 and who was ” eg- 
atee and devisee under the will of 
Jesse G. Lindell. The late Leven H. Baker 
was adjudged a bankrupt in the United States 
Court, and Wm.

The Jury Convicts Johnston of Murder in 
the First Degree, 

CHESTER, PA., March 6.—The jury in the 
Sharpless murder case came into court this 
morning after remaining out twenty-two 
hours, with a verdict of ‘‘guilty of 
murderinthe first degree.’’ Johnston, the

THE READING REORGANIZATION. 


An Official Statement of Gowen’s Negotia- 
tions with the Syndicate. 

New Tonk, Maren 6.—The Times this morn- 
says: The official card to the public issued by 
the Drexel-Morgan, $15,000,000 Reading rail- 
road reorganizing syndicate, which apparently 
denies tft the syndicate has surrendered to 
President Gowen or that any changes have 
been made in the original ‘‘grand pian’’ of 


the syndicate, has provoked sharp discussion 
in Wall street, and yesterday a gentieman 
who stands close to Mr. Gowen and has been 
privy to all the recent negotiations between 
the conflicting Reading interests consented to 
tell something of those importent transac- 
tions, of which hitherto the public 
has heard practically nothing, directly. The 
denial of the syndicate that they had ap- 
roached Mr. Gowen to seek an alliance with 
im is, he said, technically true. Mr. Gowen 
himself was not approached. But Austin 
Corbin, his friend and financial supporter, 
was. A prominent member of the syndicate 
sought Mr. Corbin soon after it was learned 
that he and Mr. Gowen were in close business 
relations, and Mr. Corbin was ardently courted. 
The missionary told him it was ali an over- 
sight andan accident that he haa not been in- 
vited to ‘‘the grand plan at the outset. The 
syndicate wanted him and had counted on him 
from the start. A fact, said this gentleman to 
Mr. Corbin, amply proved by the fact that a 
$1 ,000 ,000 interest in the syndicate had been re- 
served for him. But Mr. Corbin wasfirm. As 
an honest man, he said, he could not accept 
the invitation extended. To do so would 
be to deceive President Gowen and 
other friends to whom he had pledged 
his word. He would see Mr. Gowen, 
however, if the syndicate desired it, 
and if Mr. Gowen approved of the alliance he 
would goin. This did not have a pleasant 
sound to the syndicate, but, finally, after all

Gowen, if he thought it best, and learn just 
whatterms Mr. Gowen would insist upon. 
Tbat Mr. Corbin did, and the result was 
that he soon made known to the syndicate Mr.

Steam- making coal is delivered at the various 
factories at the remarkabie price of 90 cents 
per thirty bushels. 

THE EDUCATIONAL ADVANTAGES 

of Henderson are unsurpassed by any city of 
its size, the free public schools having an at- 
tendance of some twelve hundred, while two 
female academies and several private schools 
offer all the inducements in the educational 
line that could be desired.

bined capitai of about $1,000,000. 

In point of Christian denominations no city 
is better fixed as regards spiritual progress.

AN AMERICAN PRIMA DONNA. 


Nordica Talks About Music—The | 
American Girlin Europe. 


There is one floor of the Southern Hotel 
which is known for the present as 
the musical floor. The atmosphere is 
alive with arias, solos, duets and 
concerted pieces, The guestson the floor 
are never without music. Yesterday morning, 
when the representative of the Post- DISPATCH 
entered this region of eternal melody, Gian- 
nini was trying to get his tenor voice on the 
roof, Cherubini was working his lower notes 
into the cellar, and De Anna was making the 
dishes rattle in the dining-room. 

From one room a clear, strong voice was 
rolling out a passage from ‘‘Traviata.’’

Lilian Nordica, the 
only American prima donna in Col. Mapleson’s 
company. She came from Minneapolis, where 
her mo has been lying dangerously ili, to 
sing in La Traviata. Mme. Nordica isa 
fine type of womanhood and appeared very 
attractive ina becoming morning robe. She 
is tall, with splendid figure and presence, and 
with a handsome face whieh is med in rich 
brown hair. 

‘‘lam all in eonfusion as you see, she said 
apologetically. ‘‘lonly arrived last night and 
must get ready for the performance to-night, 
— altogether have all 1 can do to get 
ready.’’ ; 

This is Mme. Nordica’s first appearance in 
St. Louis in grand opera. Some years ago she

studied three years in Milan under San Gio- 
vanni, and has sung in St. Petersburg, at the 
Grand Opera-house in Paris, and elsewhere in 
Europe, so that considerable interest attaches

can speak with authority on a subject which is 
much talked of and written about by Europeafh 
correspondents. ‘‘I feel hurt at the articles 
which are written from Europe,’’ said she, 
“‘which make it appear that many of the 
American girls who go there to study are 
insulted and frequently lead shamefui and 
sorrowful lives. I know something about 
this, because I was a poor American girl 
studying in Milan once. When I was there a 
letter was written by Miss Kellogg describing 
the wretched treatment and the miserable 
condition of hundreds of American girls in 
Milan. Land the others who were there were 
pained at this and made it a point to investi- 
gate the matter. We found eight American 
girls studying music in Milan and 
all of the eight were living 
quietly, comfortably and respectably. 
Of course some giris there, as here, sink into 
degradation through destitution or deception, 
but it is far from the ryle; much rather other- 
wise. Then they speak of the failures. I can 
name half a dozen American girls who are 
earning their livings as stars in Europe. 
Again, there is talk about the hard bargains 
that the teachers and managers drive with 
beginners. have not found it so. I was 
a girl without means. My teacher took me on 
faith and gave me the best attention. Now as 
to the managers. Every townhas its opera- 
house and one or two operas are put on every 
month. My teacher recommended me to a 
manager. He said that he could not afford to 
risk too much on an untried singer. What 1 
wanted was the experience which I 
could only get in Italy. had no 
means, but he agreed to give mean opening 
without pay, but if I was successful, to give 
mea benefit performance. The bénefit paid 
all my expenses. The managers of these opera 
houses cannot afford to risk too much on new 
singers. That is natural, but I have always 
received the kindest treatment from them. 
The experience is iavaluable to a beginner. 
No complaint is heard from those who make 
successes.’’

A Morbidly Curious Crowd Anxious to See the 
Shephard Smith and Phil McDowell Ordered 
to Leave Town:

COBLESKILL, N. L., March 6,—The depot of 
the Albany & Susquehanna Railroad was 
crowded with people last night to receive the 
remains of the late Mrs. Theodore Rich, who 
was foullymurdered by her husband at St. 
Paul, Minn., last Satarday night. The train 
arrived at7o’ciock and several men had to 
yell themselves hoarge in clearing the tracks, 
so dense was the crowd. J. Shephard 
Smith, uncle of Mrs. Rich, was among 
the fret to alight from the tram. He was 
followed by other relatives, who elbowed their 
way through the crowd to the carriages in 


| waiting, to be driven to the Hotel Augustine. 


The rough box containing the body was taken 
from the ear and conveyed to a hearse in wait- 
ing, and also taken to the hotel, where it was 
placed in the parlor. The hotel was quickly 
surrounded with a morbidly curious crowd, 
many of whom asked tosee the remains, but 
this request was peremptorily refused. It is 
rumored that the body will be exposed to pub- 
dic view at 8 o’clock this morning. Private 
services will be conducted at 10 o’clock, when 
the remains will be placed in a Fault. It is 
possible that the funeral may not take 
place until Sunday morning. The remains 
of Rich are looked for here to-day. 
His brother is here making arrangements 
for the funeral. One prominent gentleman 
said yesterday: ‘*Rich would have passed all 
the years of his life searching for his wife, 
whom he adored almost to distraction. When 
he could no longer borrow money he would 
have traveled afoot.’’ Another said: ‘'‘lI 
never knew of a mat who thought more of his 
wife than he did of Fannie, and he was greatly 
wronged to have been sent to one of his farms 
on an errand to allow her to skip with Gale.“ 
A relative of Mrs. Rich wrote her: Theo 
thought too much of you for his own good. 
He may have been hasty at times, butyou 
were the only woman in the world to him 
All this public expression in favor of the 
murderer and suicide have incensed the public 
against Mrs. Rich's uncle, J. Shephard Smith, 


who, itis claimed, induced Rich to to the 
farm so Mrs. Rich coald get away safely. He 
is alleged to have had only one objectin view— 
the —s of Mrs. Rich’s signature making 
him her power of atturney. The public, for 
some reason, have also become angered at 
Phil McDowell, proprietor of the Fog Horn 
Tavern at Twenty-third streetand Ninth ave- 
nue, New York City. Phil has been here sev- 
eral days, and has conducted himself in such 
a manner as to cause unpleasant remarks. It 
was not a surprise, then, yesterday, when 
handbills bearing the following inscriptions 
were circulated : 

PHIL McDOWELL—We giye you one hour to leave 
town. 0. 
J. S. Surn—wWe give you twenty-four hours to 
leave town. v. C. 

The threats were looked upon in a serious 
light by many, while others believe it is only 
the work of boys, McDowell says he will stay 
here until after the funeral, and if he goes out 
of the world it will be with flying colors. 


The Elopers at St. Paul. 
Sr. PAUL, MInn., March 6.—The last act here 
inthe terrible tragedy of Saturday has been 
completed with the forwarding of the remains 
of Theodore Rich to Albany. This was done 


at the request of his brother, Samuel W. Rich. 
Dr. Gale left for Minneapolis Tuesday aifter- 
noon and departed from there on the night 
express for Chicago. Before going he left a 
letter at the Hotei Astoria, addressed to J. S. 
Smith, Mrs. Rich’s uncle, in which he gave 
some business particulars and told of 
his determination to leave for parts 
unknown. It was generally supposed 
that he had managed to precure 
possession of money which Mrs. Rich had left, 
but such was not the case, as it was in the safe 
of the hotel and delivered by John Baugh, the 
— 1 to Smith upon his arrival. The 
ad y had placed it in the safe and had given 
instructions to give it to Dr. Gale shouid he 
want it or any part ofit. The amount was 
about $500. Gale, from all accounts, had in his 
possession at the time ofthe tragedy about 
$3,000 or $4,000. According to the testimony of 
the clothier,from whom he had bought a lot 
of goods, andthe hackdriver, whom he had 
— W on several occasions, the pair lived 
well, and with their traveling expenses and 
the $200 Mrs. Rich paid er Bismarck 
lawyers for instituting divorce proceed- 
ings, it is probable that nearly 81, 200 
were expended. The $2, 000 which 
Mrs. Rich had when she left Cobleskill is not 
wholly accounted for. After Mrs. Trimble’s 
marriage to Rich in New York city the couple 
went to Aibany, where her father, Mr. Smith, 
lived. At her solicitation Smith obtained for 
Rich, through Secretary of State Beach, the 
osition of Assistant to the First Assistant 
Secret of the State ata salary of $2,500. A 
few weeks later he was discharged, Mr. Beach 
explaining that he was incompetent, indis- 
creet and guilty of gross breaches of official 
etiquette. Subsequently, at Mrs. Rich’s re- 
quest, Mr. Smith obtained a position for Rich 
at Sing Sing at a salary of $2,000, but he was 
afterward discharged from it for similar 
reasons. After this Mr. Smith 
ESTABLISHED RICH IN BUSINESS 

in Cobleskill, but he abandoned it after a Sed, 
and Mrs. Rich then went to live on the farm 
near Cobleskill where her father allowed her 
sng a month, but refused to do anything more 
or her husband. The couple remained on the 
farm until a year ago when the separation 
took place. Dr. Gale was somone before 
his departure from here as to his own domes- 
tic troubles, but decimed to talk on the sub- 
ject, except to say tnat his family were not in 
destitute circumstances. While here he re- 
ceived a letter from J. 8. Smith, Mrs. Rich’s 
uncle, dated February 7, the day before the 
tragedy, but it contained no information of 
general interest. It spoke of Rich, and was 
severe on that gentieman, finally winding up 
with a postscript advising them not to worry’ 
about him and not to fear him as 
he was a craven at heart, and would 
harm noone. It has been ascertained that 
when Gale and Mrs. Rich arrived here they

THE EDUCATION BILL. 


Provisions of the Blair Act as Passed by the 
Senate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—The ed- 
ucation bill as it passed the Senate yes- 
terday by a vote of 36 to 11, provides that 
for eight years after its passage there shall be 
appropriated the following sums in aid of 
common school education in the States and 
Territories and District of ColumbiaandAlaska: 
The first year, $7,000,000; the second year, $10,- 
500,000; the third year, $15,000,000; the fourth 
year, $13,000,000; the fifth year, $11,000,000; the 
sixth year, $9,000,000; the seventh — 7. 000, 
000; the eighth year, , 000, 000— making $77,000, - 
000; besides which there is a special appropri 
ation of $2,000,000 to aid in the erection of 
school houses in sparsely settled districts, 
making the total fund $79,000,000. The money 
is given tothe several States and Territories. 
In that proportion which the whole number 
of persons in each who, being of the ageof 10 
years and over, cannot write, bears to the 
whole number of such persous in the United 
States’’ according to the census of 1880, until 
the census figures of 1890 shall be obtained. 
Samples of all school books in use in the com- 
mon schools of the States and Territories shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the Interior. The 
bill goes to the House.

[Third Notice—Goethe and His Times.] 

The latter half of the eighteenth century was 
the period of time sacred to that great light in 
German literature who was destined to work a 
revolution not only in the literature of his na- 
tive land, though there,of course,his influence 
shone more brightly, but in the literature of 
the whole world. Goethe came from Frank- 
ford, from the Rhine and Main district, where 
the popular poetry of the fourteenth century 
had blossomed. The Franconian race,to which 
Hutten and Hans Sachs belonged, and 
the Republican city which had 
formerly been the center of the German book- 
trade, had the honor of producing Germany’s 
greatest poet, and some of Goethe's leading 
characteristics may have been in part called 
forth by the scenes of his early life. Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, the conservative city in which the 
German Emperors were crowned,was quite 
free from that artificial @sthetic and social 
culture which reigned ,for instance, in Leipsic. 
It looked, not to the future, but to the past, in 
which its greatness lay. 

Goethe's family on the paternal side was one

Weislingen 
is a portrait of Goethe himself, and a portrait 
more honest than flattering. He is an elegant 
and seductive my gallant of weak charac- 
ter and spoilt by court life; he wavers 
between two very different women, but 
is finally drawn away from the gentle and 
good one by a lovely but fiendish sister. 

Goethe’s ‘‘Gotz’’ was the signal for a perfect 
Shaképeare mania in Germany, though it 
marked the end of the same mania in the au- 
thor. By writing ‘‘Gotz,’’ Goethe freed him- 
self from servile imitation of Shakspeare, and 
learned from him original and independent 
dramatic art. His inner life had already passed 
through various phases. Atthe University of 
Leipsic biblical and dogmatic criticism gave to 
his mind a thoroughly liberal tendency. But 
an illness and a pious friend were the means 
of bringing him again nearer to the gospel, 
and on his return home a friend of his moth- 
er, Fraulein Von Klellenberg, won him asa 
convert to the Moraviah Church. : 

But this pious mood did not last long. 
conceived the plan of devoting a religious su- 
tirical epic in doggrel to the character of the 
Wandering Jew. The Shoemaker of Jerusa- 
lem who, according to the medieval legend, 
jeered at Christ bearing the cross, and was in 
consequence compelied to wander until 
Christ's second coming, was transformed by 
Goethe into a Moravian and Separatist. But 
Goethe makes Christ return, not as the judge 
of all mankind, but as the ruler of the millen- 
nium. The moment when deeply moved 
he beholds the castie once more is one of the 
grandest things that Goethe's imagination 
ever produced. Withthe naiveteof a Haus 
Sachs, and with an unconcerned bumanizing of 
divine things, he succeeds in revealing to us 
wonderful depths of the soul, so that our 
hearts are toncned to the very core. Un- 
fortunately the work never got further than a 
few fragmentary beginnings, which were not 
made public till after Goethe's death. 

When he wrote these fragments Goethe had 
quite broken with the belief in a Providence 
arbitrarily interfering with human fate, and 
retained nothing but the universal deity of 
Spinoza. His creative talent seemed to him 
the only thing on which he could now rely. 
Faith in his artistic power alone did not de- 
ceive him, and beauty was his goddess. But 
although he no longer looked to Heaven for 
help, yet he nad not wholly lost his rev- 
erence for the Deity. He admired 
Spinoza and his conception of religion, 
but could not attain to that philoso- 
pher’s peaceful content. He was always 
tossing on the wild sea of turbulent emotions, 
he could only long for, not win, the calm of 
the wise man, and he was on the way to be- 
come what he himself designated later on, a 
problematic nature,a man whom no sphere 
of life could satisfy and who was not good 
enough for any sphere of life. 

In 178 Schiller dawned upon the horizon 
with two or three plays, of which thé best was 
‘*‘Intrigue and Love“ 

This tragedy ictures the 
misery of the smaller German States at the 
time. The Sultanlike Prince, the all-power- 
ful favorite, the miserable court, the scoun- 
drelly minister and his rascally tools, the 
immorality of the nobies and their haughty 
scorn of the bourgeois class * * * all features 
drawn from the sad reality whichthe poet 
could either observe in his own country or learn 
from reliable sources. The obvious purpose 
of the play was to strengthen the hatred 
against oppressors and create pity for the 
poor and innocent victims. 

Not, however, until the year 17% did the 
two master minds of Germany unite in friend- 
ship. While Goethe had for years observed a 
dignified reserve, contributing to hardly any 
periodicals, and in fact writing only for him- 
self and his nearest circle of acquaintances, 
Schiller, on the contrary, was in continual 
contact with the public. Since 1771 he had 
published a succession of year books and cal- 
enders and had furnished poems, essays or 
reviews for other pertodicals. 

In the year 179 he wished to start anew 
monthly magazine, Die Horen (The Hours). 
He first gained the services of a few impor- 
tant collaborators who were friends of 
Goethe’s, and then, inhis and their name, 
wanted Goethe to become one ofthe contribu- 
tors.

PHILADELPHIA, March 4.—If I were asked to 
name the gamest man that ever pulled off a 
shirt in a ring I should unhesitatingly answer: 
„„John C. Heenan.’’ It asked the physical 
courage of a lion to face the best man that 
England had—her boasted champion—on 
Farnborough’s famous field, but the moral 
courage which induced him to leave his native 
land and cross the Atlantic to nominally battle 
with that champion, and also risk the 
hostile feeling of the Enghishjpeople as well, 
was as great as ever sustained a martyr at the 
stake or knight in battle for ladye faire. Now 
that there is at leasta probability of another 
international fistic contest, a resumeof the 
life of the man whose pluck made him at the 
time, the idol of the American sporting public, 
may not be out of place.

John Camel Heenan was born of Irish parents 
within the walls of the United States 
arsenal at West Troy, New York, May 
2, 1835, his father, then, and for many 
years afterwards, being its blacksmith. Young 
John got the usual bringing-up of boys of his 
class in Troy, and developed into a magnif- 
cent specimen of physical manhood. There is 
not a place in the world that has turned out 
more adventurous spirits and tough citizens 
than Troy, and John came under the former 
category. When the California fever broke 
out in 1849 he caught it and, with a number of 
his townsmen, soon reached the modern Eldo- 
rado. He found his first employ- 
ment as a blacksmith's helper in 
the shops of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company at Benicia, from which place 


he got his nickname, ‘‘The Benicia Boy.’’ 
Tiring of this humdrum life he became a 
miner, but he had but indifferent luck and at 
the expiration of three years he tound himself 
in San Francisco, six feetone and ahalfinches 
high, weighing nearly two hundred pounds, 
and the victor of every fistic contest in which 
he had engaged, and they were not afew. 
About that time there was talk of matchi 
Yankee Sullivan and Joe Winrow, but it fell 
through, mainly through the disinclination of 
Master Joseph to taste the Honeymontgomery 
of the Yankee’s fists. Friends of Heenan pro- 
osed to pit him against Sullivan, 
ut for some reason or other Yankee re- 
fused to g0 on wien the match. 
Heenan returned to his sleage and anvil at 
Benicia and there is no knowing how long he 
would have remained there had he not re- 
ceived a letter from home telling him that 
John Morrissey, had struck his father and 
whipped his brother Tim at a cock fight in 
West Troy. He abandoned his sledge forth- 
with and resolved to return to his native 
State to revenge the insult which ‘‘Old 
Smoke’’ had put upon his people. 


He was not long in getting to New York, 
and he at once challenged Morrissey. The lut- 
ter was nothing loath,and they agreed to fight 
**for love and a — tull,““ and were actually 
about to meet one night in a barn above New 
York City, when the police made their unwel- 
come ap rance, and put a stop to the 
hostilities.

The fight 
took placein Long Point, in Canada, about 
opposite Erie, Pa., on October 20, 1858.

Heenan had a 
running sore on his leg and limped perceptibly 
as he walked up the sandy beech to the ring.

He stood 5 feet 11% inches high and weighed 
175 pounds. Heenan weighed 187. As the men 
could not agree on any one referee, two were 
chosen, Jack Briggs and Louis Beiral. By the 
advice of his seconds Heenan made play as 
s00n as time was called and planted a terrific 
left-hander on Morrissey’s nose. He reeled 
back bleeding like a stuck bull, and had 
Heenan instantly followed up his a — 22 
(as John T. Sullivan would have done) he 
have won the fight. He did 
not, however, and Morrissey pulled 
himself together and in the in- 
fighting that ensued had a shade the best of it. 
Heenan, despite his lack of experience, had 
by far the best of the fighting until near the 
—— of the fifth round when he worked Mor- 
rissey around in such a manner that his back 
was opposite one of the stakes. He let fly at 
him with his left, Morrissey deftly stepped 
aside and Heenan’s fist struck the stake with 
terrific force, cutting his knuckles until the 
bones were visible. After that he had no 
chance and Morrissey knocked him senseless. 
The battle lasted just twenty-one minutes. 
Heenan challenged Morrissey to another 
fight, but the tatter declined and Heenan be- 
came champion of America. While traveling 
through the country Benz sparring exhi- 
bitions after the fight, Heenan, in Cincinnati, 
met Adah Isaacs Menkin, then a semi-- 
adventuress, and after a brief courtship, mar- 
ried her in New York City.

Tom Hyer in his paliny days had endeavored 
to make a match with the Tipton Slasher for 
the championship of the world, but nothing 

came of it but newspaper talk. 
Heenan, finding that there was no onein 
this coun that was willing to enter the lists 
with him, determined to chailenge Tom Say- 
ers, who had won the championship of En- 
gland from The Tipton Slasher,’’ and was 
then at his very best. A challenge was pre- 
pared, and Fred Faulkner, a particular friend 
of Heenan’s, took it to England, and had it 
published. Sayers accepted, and a match was 
made for £200 a side and the champion belt of 
England. This was in 1859. Soon after Heenan, 
accompanied by Jim Ousick, sailed for En- 
land. He was well received at first, butthe 
nglish saw that he was a much better man 
had at first supposed. He was, 
, Subjected to a number of an- 
noyances, and had even to change his 
quarters to escape arrest, there being every 
reason to believe that the police were ‘‘put 
on him’’ by Sayer’s partizans. The latter 
was not at all disturbed during his training.
